Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5,7-14,18 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant's amendments filed April 10, 2006 and convincing remarks of record have 

overcome the rejections in the last office action. The references of record including Lee 
(2001/0041432), Sundaresan (6,190,179), Sonoda (6,696,341), etc., alone or in combination, do 
not fairly anticipatively disclose each and every aspect of the claimed method, or fairly make a 
prima facie obvious case of the claimed method as recited in base claim 1, the inclusion of a first 
step of implanting indium ions into the semiconductor substrate to form a dopant implantation 
layer in the channel formation region; a second step of implanting second dopant ions to form an 
amorphous layer expanding from the substrate surface to a region of the substrate deeper than the 
dopant implantation layer; after the first and second steps, performing a first thermal treatment to 
diffuse the first dopant ions from the dopant implantation layer, thereby forming a first diffused 
layer of the first conductivity type in the channel region; and after the third step, selectively 
forming a gate insulating film on the semiconductor substrate and a gate electrode thereon.
